DELIVERS TWO ADDRESSES HERE 


Speaks of How Society Has Helped 
Discharged Prisoners by Giv­ 
ing Them Assistance 
Rev. A. ( \ Petrie, the field agent 
I of the Minnesota division of the So- 
I eiety for the Friendless, delivered 
j two addresses in Brainerd Sunday on 
I the work being done by his organi- 
I zation, speaking in the morning at 
j the Methodist church and in the 
j evening at the Presbyterian church. 
The Society for the Friendless is 
incorporated and its general office 
is at Kansas City, Mo. 
Its Minnesota 
J division is in charge of Superintend­ 
ent Rev. James Parsons and Mrs. 
Parsons acts as matron. 
Its Minne­ 
sota board of directors is headed by 
Judge Edward F. Waite, of Minne- 
i apolis. 
The work of the society is to re­ 
unite homes by helping to blot out 
the dark past of the prisoners in this 
state and to bring something of joy 
and light by timely friendship: to 
comfort and encourage the prisoner, 
and when released, to give him a 
home until he can get employment 
and a d s r t toward right living; to 
help redeem to society those who have 
sinned against her laws, and have 
been detected in that sin; to show 
how crime may be prevented and give 
relief to the friendless and the dis­ 
tressed. 
The methods to secure these re­ 
sults are by education in church, 
school and the press for the preven- I 
tlon of crime; by personal work and 
acquaintance with the prisoner while 
in prison: by personal care during 
parole and after discharge; and by 
co-operation with all other agencies 
whose object is the uplifting of the 
prisoners. 
The entire expense of the work 
for 1910 was $2,688.76 and during 
this period the superintendent visited 
almost all parts of the state, making 
106 jail visits, interviewing 600 pri­ 
soners, and writing hundreds of let­ 
ters. 
45 men were placed in useful 
occupations. 
Addresses to secure as­ 
sistance to carry out the aims of the 
society and to explain the work done 
were made to 30,000 people. 
75 
prisoners were assisted in various 
ways, 
The future will show' larger 
results in employment finding by 
reason of the large and increasing 
amount of preliminary wrork 
The 
work of the society is supported by 
the voluntary private gifts of those 
who wrish to help.

sen between eighteen and forty five 
years of age is enrolled as a soldier of 
the United States, under compulsion to 
serve if called upon in time of war. 
By the new system, copied partly 
from Prussia and partly from Ureal 
Britain, there are now approximately 
16.000.000 men liable for field duty un 
der control of the war department 
These are divided by law into three 
“ lines."
